The Judge could 
merely have granted or refused u li- 
cense 1C granted, the licensee could

•whenever he pleased. 


When Snyder ventured tho opinion 


that ho didn't think Ihe courts arc do- 
ing properly Sterling jumped into the 
aisle and made a vigorous defense of 
the courts at home. He said that lie 
hadn't a very wide knowledge of such 
matters In other pans of the State 
but that the Fayette courts are run to 
the satisfaction of a.11 the people there. 
especially in this matter of liquor li- 
censes. He spoke at length along this 
line, and so did other members from 
various sections of the State. The re- 
sult was that the bill was postponed 
Indefinitely, thus, killing It for tho ses- 
sion.
